"PHE future of our silver dol- 
4 lar is in question. A_ strong 
demand for silver dollars has been 
created in the past year. Should 
the U.S. resume striking the larg- 
est of our silver coins? 
_ There are a handful of special 
interest groups who wish to make 
_ known their wishes in regard to a 
~ new silver dollar. 
On the one hand, those in favor 
of resuming striking a silver dol- 
lar are: coin investors, coin col-

ere are several problems 1 
solved before the striking of a 
silver dollar can be consider- 
ed. These can be summarized as 
follows: _ . 

(1) What to do with the present 
stock of silver dollars in the Trea- 
sury vaults? Now estimated at 
three million, all these cartwheels 
are assumed by Treasury officials 

to be of scarce dates and of inter- 
est to coin collectors and investors. 

(2) What composition should a 
new silver coin be? 

_. (8) How to strike a new silver 
dollar with already overburdened 
mint facilities?

Prior to April 2 a suggestion 
was made to strike 50 million new 
Silver dollars. (For the present 
discussion we will omit the ques- 
tion of most interest to numisma- 
tists: What will appear on the 
cof? Would it be a resumption of 
the old Peace type, or an entirely 
new design?) 

On April 2 Senator Wallace F. 
Bennett (R-Utah), an influential 
man in the outcome of the silver 
dollar because of his position of 
the Senate Committee on Banking 
and Currency said: 

“It is unrealistic to mint 50 mil- 
lion new silver dollars regardless 
of silver content.” 

Last week Senator Bennett 
amplified his remarks by a state- 


Me ment published in the Congres- 


sional Record. His conclusion had 
three points but demanded im- 
mediate action to avoid a crisis. 
_Let’s examine some of the con- 
ditions surrounding the possible 
issuance of a new silver dollar. 

First, the Treasury eannot al- 
low the Mint to manufacture too

few coins. This creates—according 
to the thinking of Treasury offi- 
cials—a scarce coin which would 
allow someone to make a profit 
on a coin. : 

The lengths the government will 
go to keep from creating a scar- 
city are limitless. A case in point is 
the reprinting of millions of Dag 


-Hammarksjold error stamps. 


On the other hand, the govern- 
ment cannot make too many coins. 
First it does not have the minting 
facilities, and second it creates 
problems in oversupply. 

No silver dollars have been 
struck since 1935 because an over- 


supply of coins had been made.

Second, what composition to 
strike a silver dollar in? There 
are some maximums and _ mini- 
mums involved here. The maxi- 
mum is determined by the market 
price of silver. 

Currently at $1.29 an ounce we 
have reached the melting point of 
0.77 ounce silver dollars. The high- 
er the price of silver, the less con- 
tent of silver is desirable in silver 
coins less they be subject to mass 
melting if not actually hoarded. 

The minimum is determined for 
silver coins by the vending ma- 
chine industry. Their detection 
devices in coin operated machines 
measure the conductivity of coins.

The present alloy for United 


States silver coins is 90 per cent 
silver and 10 per cent copper. 

The. vending machine industry 
has gone on record stating they 
can change their machines to ac- 
cept an alloy of a minimum of 50 
per cent silver, according to Sen- 
ator Bennett. 

Coinage alloys in other coun- 
tries range the full spectrum of 
precious metal to base alloy. An 
example of a high ratio of silver 
in a coin is, say, the 1958 Ghana 
10 shilling proof with 925 parts 
of silver to 75 parts of copper.

The coin struck from this alloy 
is of light color but looks more 
like aluminum than silver. 

Vending machines may not be 
a large problem in these foreign 
countries. Also in the case of the 
silver dollar, few vending ma- 
chines are designed for the use of 
the dollar coin. 

The problem then of the com- 
position for our silver dollar— 
and probably by extension, to our 
other silver coins: dimes, quart- 
ers, and half dollars—is a metal- 
lurgical one. 

An alloy with a silver content 
between 50 and 90 per cent can 
be chosen. The United States Code 
would have to be changed, a law 
would have to be enacted to 
change the metalic composition of 
silver coins. And the vending ma- 
chine industry would have to 
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change their coin detection de- 
vices. 

The third problem of where to 
have the coins struck since U.S. 
Mints are overburdened with pro- 
duction of minor coins was not ov- 
erlooked by Senator Bennett. 

“I also recommend the use of 
private facilities for coinage,” said 
Senator Bennett. 

The possibility of custom mint- 
ing coins was discussed at length 
in last week’s PACE (Who Can 
_Make Our Coins?, page 1).

World production of silver is 210.5 
million ounces. World consump- 
tion is 419.2 million ounces. The 
deficit comes from stockpiles. 

U.S. silver consumption is 214.3 
million ounces; production is only 
37 million ounces. Financial writ- 
er Robert W. Bernick recently sta- 
ted in this matter: 

“The deficit in consumption ver- 
sus production is now running at 
at the rate of 153 million ounces, 
and even if the country had a peak 
production of 68.3 million ounces, 
as in 1940, it would still not be 
enough.” 

Western state citizens have long 
been known as devotees of silver 
dollars. Their appreciation of the 
coin has been expressed many 
times. Nevada’s Senator Cannon 
summed up it in the statement: 

“A cartwheel is a symbol 
of the individuality and noncom- 
formity of our frontier States.”

Bankers disfavor the striking 
of a new silver dollar. To them it 
would be a nuisance. The wide- 
spread demand of a silver dollar 
would force them to change to a 
six-coin system from our present 
five-coin system. 


We have all seen bank tellers 
handle silver dollars in special 
trays, or in the back part of their 
cash drawers. To them silver dol- 
lars are curiosities, not a part of 
the circulating media. 


Recently the American Bank- 
ing Association has requested the 
Treasury remove dates from 
all coins in an effort to thwart

The issuance of the new Ken- 
nedy half dollar has postponed 
any action on silver dollar coin-: 
age. If the Treasury has made 


a decision to resume striking sil- 


ver dollars, 
yet. 

Many countries throughout the 
world issue silver dollars today. 
Canada, for example, has issued 
silver dollars continuously since 
1945. The United States should 
have a silver dollar issued everv 
year also. 

To the Treasury officials there 
is but one plea: don’t abandon the 
silver dollar.

Lincoln Keys 
Among the keys of the Lincoln 
cent series is the 1922 plain, a die 
version of 1922-D. While it is dif- 
ficult to estimate the number of 
uncirculated coins of any date, it 
is impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of 1922 plain cents available. 
The 1922-D die which produced 
this coin, gradually filled and as 
a result the “D’” became progress- 
ively weaker until it finally dis- 
appeared. Therefore the 1922 
ranges from a completely missing 
D” up through bare discernabil- 


: ; SApyeto complete visibility and the 


‘sales price varies inversely up- 
ward.. 

Needless to say, this coin has 
afforded unscrupulous coin alter- 
ers a wonderful opportunity to 
change a coin profitably and with 
ease. By a clean eradication of 
“PD”, they can turn a $40 coin into 
one worth $400. Buyers should 
certainly use caution when ac- 
quiring this coin for a set or as an 
investment. 

The 1914-D is another: key 
which has been the subject of 
many alterations. This coin with 
only 1,193,000 minted, is quite. 
naturally one of the difficult keys 
to obtain in the series. .

last year to mint their own Lin- 
coln keys and sell them to unsus- 
pecting Americans. Using dies of 
very high quality and the proper 
alloy, they have struck very cred- 
itable copies of the 1909-SVDB, 
1914-D and 1922 plain cents. : 
The only thing that can he'said 
in caution on these is that: you 
should always buy from a reput- 
able dealer. Be extremely cautious 
if approached with a seemingly 


* good deal by an unknown ~-vendor 


on’ one of these dates. There is en- 
ough money involved. on the pur- 
‘chase of these coins to make a 
thorough scrutiny. worthwhile. 

After 1931, with both searce 
“S” and “D” issues, there are no 
further expensive keys in the’ ser- 
ies, with the exception of the 1955 
double die, which will be covered 
next week. This explains the cur- 
rent low price sets dating back to 
1934 or 1941. 

Only the nature of the coin 
gives the common dates -their 
seemingly high value. For as you 
will realize, with copper’s tenden- 
cy to tarnish, one can remove a 
BU specimen from storage and if 
care is not taken in exposure and 
handling, it may well darken and 
begin to grow carbon spots. 

While silver coins can be dipped 
with impunity, no one has yet 
perfected a method of: dipping or 
cleaning a copper cent that will 
give it anything but an artificial 
tone. So your BU examples should 
be treated very carefully and. nat- 
urally will command a premium 
over tarnished and ‘spotted ~-uncir- 
culated coins of the same date.

HIS past week showed a 

strong up-swing in most 
of the roll market. Heading 
the great activity of the entire 
market were the silver nickel 
rolls, some of them showing an 
increase in bid price as high 
as 50%. 


Lincoln cents are _ selling 
well at their current prices. 
The 1955-S is showing slight 
increases in demand and price. 

The 1960-P small date cent 
is maintaining its high price 
level of $400 per roll. We ex- 
pect this item to move to a 
higher level as the market in- 
creases in activity. The 1960-D 
small date is offered in ample 
quantities without any price 
changes over last week. 

The complete wartime Jef- 
ferson nickel sets are bid at 
$1,300 and further price  in- 
creases are anticipated in the 
near future.

The 1950-D Jefferson nickel 
sells very well at $920 and the 
entire series is showing very 
great activity.

The following Roosevelt 
dimes are very much sought 
after with little offered for 
sale: 1946-S, 1948-S, 1949-D 
and 1949-S. The 1955-P dimes 
are now bid at $115 with.very 
little available at this price. 

Washington quarters are 
showing some activity. Due to 
the shortage of material, how- 
ever, very little action has 
taken place during the week. 

Half dollars are still very 
strong with slightly higher 
bids on most of the rolls over 
last week’s prices. 

Silver dollars are still very 
active. Very few of the better 
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rolls can be bought; we anti- 
cipate considerably higher 


prices in the near future, par- | 
ticularly for the lower priced 
dates. 


Proof sets are very much in 
demand. The greatest increase 
in price was shown by the 1936 


~set, now bid at $700, an in- | 


crease of $75 over last week. 
Proof sets of 1961 and 1962 
have levelled off slightly due 
to the release of some quan- 
tities over the teletype  sys- 
tems. Once these quantities 
have been absorbed, prices 
should be stronger than ever. 


The 1964 proof set is hold- . 
ing its own at the $7.50 level — 


and sells readily in quantities 
at this price. We believe this 
set will go to a lower price as 
quantities are released by the 
Philadelphia Mint. 

One of the writers on the nu- 
mismatic market stated in a 
recent article the 1950-D nic- 
kels and 1960-P small date 
cents have shown spectacular 
gains. He stated this informa- 
tion is gathered from teletype 
reports. 

There is some suspicion that 
this could be part of a specu- 
lation or promotion as he has 
been unable to verify any size- 
able transactions at the _ in- 
dicated prices.

issued in 1932 to commemorate 
the bicentennial of George Wash- 


_ ington’s birthday. The coin is not 
- a commemorative issue, however, 


it was intended for general circu- 
lation. 
The design creating a new type 


_ quarter in 1932 was authorized by 
- special act of Congress. Its prede- 


cessor—the Liberty standing 
quarter—was minted for 14 years, 
1916 to 1930, and by law a coin 
design must ‘be used for a mini- 


mum of 25 years unless changed 


prior to that time by Congress.

Subsequent mint- 
age to date averages 100 million 
pieces yearly.

Since 1958, the quarter has be- 
come eligible for a change of de- 
sign without major legislation: an 
interesting speculation. The pos- 
sibility of such a move is reduced, 
however, by the issuance of the 
Kennedy half dollar. This issue 
completes the presidential series 
on current coins, i.e., Lincoln, Jef- 
ferson, Washington, Roosevelt. 

Another factor adverse to a de- 
sign change is the current coin 
shortage experienced by the na- 
tion. A new issue would unequiv- 
ocally constitute a prime incentive 
for renewed investor-collector in- 
terest in the old and new designs

Most 
rolls between 1932 and 1945 have 
a price tag of over $100; the range 
is $30 to $6,600. 

The group 1946 to date has a 
range of $10.50 to $450. The ex- 
treme is the 1949-P quarter. con- 
sidered of attractively low mint- 
age in spite of its 9.3 million pro- 
duced. All other years in this 
group sell for less than $100. 

Quarter Market Action 

It is likely to see both groups 

merge their individual character- 


istics to form an homogenous set 


of data within a foreseeable fu- 
ture. This development can only 
benefit the younger and unseason- 


_.-ed. 1946 to date group. 


Most earlier quarters appear 
amply priced for the present time. 
This fact would tend to preclude 
a massive price advance in this 
group. The recent set has thus 
more room to move on the upside 
and offers a greater potential for 
relatively higher percentage gains. 

Market action for Washington 
quarters is adequately covered by 
the Space City averages in the 
Market Pace section. In effect, ac- 
cording to these averages, the 
market. has pes anced

In retrospect this price correction 
appears fully justified. It should 
be noted, however, the average is 
made up of selected quarters from 
1946 to 1954. (See footnote under 
the quarter chart.) 

The choice for inclusion in . the 
chart is extremely judicious © be- 
cause of the orderly characteris- 
tics of these individual issues. The 
risk of having individual coins ex- 
ercise too big a weight on the av- 
erage is thus virtually eliminated. 

Immediate Outlook 

The immediate outlook for the 
Washington quarter market — ap- 
pears uncertain. It has moved 
sideways for approximately : two 
months. The possibility of. this 
market drifting lower should not 
be discarded a priori. 

Any decline from the present 
market level should be of minor 
proportions however. The market 
appears in a consolidation period 
pending fresh price incentives. 

Reviewing the price structure 
of the quarter complex 1946—1964 
it is possible to derive classes or 
representative price groups. 

Class I is composed of issues 
presently at optimum market val- 
ue. (This does not preclude higher 
prices in the future.) 

Class II lists issues which would 
appear relatively underpriced in 
relationship to the rest of the 
quarter market.

Commemorative Society, a private corporation with management of vision, has” 
developed a unique plan to accomplish these objectives, and, at the same time: 









(1) to provide collectors with the opportunity to start and complete a superb 
collection of high quality commemoratives, at a low fixed cost; and 


(2) to establish the most favorable eonditione for these collections to increase 
in value faster than most other new issues of either private or U. S. coins.

Space City Averages: 


How They Are Obtained 


With close to 1,500 separate statis- 
tics appearing each week in PACE, 
a need exists to express this informa- 
tion in graphic form for busy readers. 

We are currently charting eight dif- 
ferent coin series each week as you 
see below. These charts are based 
on Space City Averages, an arbitrarily 
chosen group of rolls which we feel 
are representative of the total for 
that series. 

To be included in the Space City 
Averages rolls are chosen on the basis 
of three factors: (1) their trading is 
constant, (2) they are widely held, 
and (3) ‘they are indicative of the 
series. 


It is obvious infrequently traded 
items, closely held items, and ex- 
tremes in the series would not serve 
this purpose. 

Fach week the statistical staff of 
PACE prepares these averages from 
the information obtained on The 
American Numismatics Exchange 
transactions. 

The amount expressed in the Space 
City averages is the total market bid 
prices for the rolls included in the 
averages. This is a dollar figure and 
is compared with previous week, 
month, and year figures for analysis. 

The high and low for 1964 is also 
shown. ;

cuits, the approach used by many 
of the dealers will differ and 
their marketing procedures will 
differ. One particular trait that 
will vary is just how long range 
or short range a dealer’s thinking
